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It yearly takes 200,000 acres of forest to 
supply cross-ties for the railroads of the 
United States. It takes 15,000,000 ties to sup- 
ply the demand, for which on an average the 
contractors get thirty-five cents apiece, mak- 
ing in the ageregate $5,250,000. In building 
a new roa the contractors tigure on 2,700 ties 
to the mile, while it takes 300 ties te the mile 
to keep a constructed road in repair. The 
average ofa good piece of timber land is 200 
tiestothe acreand twelve ties tothe tree. 
White or burr oak is considered the best tim- 
ber for the purpose, although cherry, maple. 
ash and even locust have been used. The 
business gives employment to an army of 
choppers, who are paid ten cents apiece for 
each tie. A continued practice makes the 
choppers experts in the use of an axe, anda 
single man has been known to get out thirty- 
live ties in a day, nee the average is only ten, 
while an expert will probably get out twenty.

Unhappy Fate of a former Lover of 


the Baroness.

Mr. Ashmead Bartlett is not the firat gentle- 
men the Baroness has inspired with the ten- 
der passion. Abouttbirty years ago there 
was an upfortunate gentleman named Richard 
Dunn, an Irish barrister, who, for the sake 
of the Baroness, lost his heart and his head at 
ove and the sametime. He was a man be- 
tween forty and fifty years of age, with a de- 
cidedly ilibernian expression of countenance; 
his hair was grayish, and be was of the mid- 
die height. Fora fong time he pursueda 
course of conduct toward Miss Coutts of the 
most offensive and aggravating description. 
From piace to place, whither she fied to 
escape him, be pursued the object of his love, 
persecutipg her with letters of the most ex- 
traordinary character, sometimes breathiag 
the most ardent and passionate affection, at 
others pretending he was entitled to institute 
legal proceedings against berfor some imag- 
inary wrong or the brezch of some supposed 
engagement. By versevering in this conduct 
be caused her to lead a life of continued anx- 
iety sndapprehension. Acting on the advice 
of friends she, on more than one occasion, re- 
soited to the law for protection,and Mr.Dunn 
was several times imprisoned for want of 
sureties to keep the peace toward her. 

At lasthe proceeded a little too far, and in 
endeavoring to extort money from her com- 
mitted wiliful and corrupt perjury in an affi- 
davit in which he stated that Miss Coutts had 
civen bim authority ina poetic epistie ad- 
dressed to him to draw upon the bank of 
Coutts & Co. tothe tune of £100,000, as com- 
pensation for divers injuries inflicted upon 
bim by Miss Coutts and her friends at various 
times in the shape ofimprisonment. The 
poetical episode was read at his trial and 
caused shouts of laughter, but Mr. Dunn 
never moved a muscle of his countenance. 

Mr. Dunn delared at the trial that he had 
lost in consequence of Miss Coutts’ ‘*perse- 
cutions’’ a property of nearly £500 per an- 
num, besides his profession and its emolu- 
ments for eight years, and he had actually 
refused the sums of £10,000 and £15,000 of- 
fered as compensation by persons authorized 
by Miss Coutts to do so. e conducted his 
own defense, and cross-examined Miss Coutts 
so harsbly as to bring tears into her eyes, for 
which he was severely rebuked by Lord Den- 
man. Inthe rambling speech that he made 
in his defense be declared, to the intense 
amusement of all in court, that it was Mr. 
Majoribanks, a partner inthe bank, who had 
stood betweem him and Miss Coutts. Ashe 


wenton be quoted from a poetical letter 
which he alleged had been sent to him by 


Miss Coutts while he was incarcerated iv the 
Fieet prison, which commenced in the foliow- 
ing tender strain: 
Art thou not dear unto my heart’? ° 
Oh! search my heart and see, 
And from my bosom tear the part 
That beats nottrue to thee. 

Mr. Dunn’s defense concluded, Lord Den- 
man summed up, commenting on his conduct 
toward Miss Coutts in most severe terms and 
telling him that the whole of the letters which 
he pretended he had received from her were 
pure fabrications of his own writing. He 
was sentenced to be imprisoned for eighteen 
months. An end was thus summarily put 
to his persecution of Miss Coutts, whicn had 
lasted for eight years.

ROBBED BY SERVANTS. 


Scenes in a Rich Man’s House During 
His Absence. 
| From the New York Sun, 24th. | 
Sbrieks and curses and tbe sounds of blows 
arose from an aristocratic quarter of Kighty- 


third street, early Sunday morning, and 
caused ail the residents of the neighborhood 
to fly totbeir windows. 


They saw three men 
emerging in rapid succession from the front 
yard of one of the prettiest bouses, hatless, 
shoeless and coatless. The house belongs to 
Mr. Antonio Dalmolin, and its number is 425 
Kast Eightv-tbhird street. Mr. Dalmolinisa 
wealthy Italian, and a member of the well- 
khown firm of Wm. C. Peet& Co. He was 


found sitting at home with a condoling friend 


yesterday. ‘The house is three stories high, 
and sets back a short way from the street, 
large trees lining the walk tothestooup. The 
verandas front and rear are covered with 
climbing plants, in which mocking and canary 
birds nestle in cages. Itis a double house, a 
hall in the center separating the rooms on the 
different floors. The furniture throughout 
bas been selected with taste, and much 
of it is two or three generations old. 

Said Mr. Dalmolin: ‘‘It’sa good joke on 
me, but I dare say two families out of three 
who are enjoying their vacation are in the 
sane fix. I don’t mind telling the story for 
their benefit. I left for the White Mountains 
on June 20th. Two girls, a cook and a maid- 
of-all-work, 
house, and acolored boy was sent downto 
Monmouth Beach. My wife and I came back 
from the mountains August Ist, but, instead 
of stopping atthe house went through to 
Elberon, near Long Branch, where I have a 
cottage. Icame back from Elberon, and re- 
mained allthe week in town, except on Sat- 
urdays and Sundays, which I spent with my 
wife. 

**Last Saturday the bey James, who had re- 
turned to the house, cameto the store and 
asked forme. Afteragood deal of hesita- 
tion, he said the servants had been receiving 
visitors in my absence, who slept in the house 
allnight, and made free with my choicest 
wines, liquors and cigars, to say eae of 
eatables. His story amazed me, especiaily 
when he talked of parties of fourteen occupy- 
ing my house ail night and drinking $10-wine 
twenty years old. My wife’s and daughter’s 
bedrooms were made free with, as were their 
dresses,etc. Considerable silver was kept in 
the house, and jewelry, valuable paintings 
and books. 

**T said nothing, but the more I thought 
about it the madder Igot. I went down to 
Kkiberon Saturday afternoon, however, as if 
nothing had happened, and then quietly took 
the 11 p. m. train back totown. I arrived at 
my house between 2and3o’clock Sunday 
morning. I hada doubdle-barrelled shot gun 
with me, and as soon as James, who opened 
the door, told me that three of the rascals 
were inthe house, Lrushed up stairs. Our 
conversation must have waked up the cook, 
foras | was aboutto kick open the door of 
my wife’s room the cook opened it herself. 
l went inand found a man hurriedly dressing 
himself. He was a coachman who had been 
discb&rged by a next door neighbor a short 
time before for similar conduct during his 
master’s absence in Europe. I took him by 
the neck and kicked him down stairs, where 
he showed fight forannnute, but my gun 
cooled bim and be was offlike ashot. 1 went 
up stairs again and found another man hidden 
behind the dresses in my daughter’s room. 
He was a big burly six-footer. [ kicked and 
knocked him allthe way down stairs, but he 
made no resistance, and went off as fast as the 
other. 

*‘*] now tbought — were all out, but 
bearing a noise in the bedroom opposite my 
daughter’s | wentin and found a chunky 
fellow, with a moustache, on the bed. He 
was, as he thought, hidden by a heavy mat- 
tress.

Mr. Dalmolin then ruefully showed his visi- 
tors throughthe house. The dining-room 
was in confusion. Empty bottles were 
strewn around the table, the carpet was stain- 
ed with wine dregs, and severai of the chairs 
broken, Hethen led the way tothe wine 
cellar. 

‘*‘They must have bad a duplicate key,’ 
said Mr. Lalmolin mournfully as he entered. 
‘*Confound the rascals!’’ he exclaimed,* ‘they 
were not satisfied with good claret or even 
Moscata Spumante,or my choice champagnes, 
madeiras or sheries, but they took almost 
all my San Colombano at $10 a bottle.”

Four slept in the parlor,.two 
in each room up stairs, and two in thetbird 
story. They slept till 9 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. Every Saturday and Sunday the orgies 
were repeated. They threatened to kill the 
boy if he told.

Keene Gives the Public a View of the 
° Great Wrecker. 
} From the New kor’ Sun, Aug. 22.) 


A leading operator, who is supposed to 
have suffered as badiy at the hands of Mr.

one-half of the false stories been circulated 
abcut it Which have been’ current about my 
enormous losses. According to these fables | 
iost four millions in wheat, while 1m fact I lost 
only a million avd a quarter, half of which 
loss I recovered at one stroke in a speculation 
in lard, and more than the other half in 
stocks. Did it ever oceur to you why Gould 
seeks the malarious banks of the Hudson» 
No: Well, he cannot stand the pure, bracing 
air of the seaside; it is too healthy 
for his coostitution. He lives on 
malaria and other people’s 
fortunes. If the Government were to put him 
in a Florida marsb, be would absorb every 
taint of miasma in it, so that not even an alli- 
gator would be left. His trickery is noto. 
rious; yet by means of false reports he man- 
ages to sadale his wildcats upon the public. 
Look at Union Pacific. Its stock has been 
watered to the extent of 214,000,000, and its 
bonded indebtedness increased by $55,000, - 
0LO within the last vear. The manner in 
which this was done was admirable ana thor- 
oughly Gould-like. It was not as wonderfu! 
a stroke as his feat of putting into his and his 
pereher pockets $25,000,000 of the money 

elonging to the Erie Treasury. That waa 
somewhat too dangerous to be repeated. All 
New York knows that it was touch-and-go 
at that time whether the State should not 
have the honor of supporténg him for the re- 
mainder of his davs. But money was so lay- 
ish)y spent, and the pressing needs of the 
bankrupt corporation were 60 great that, ai- 
tbough tbe books were recovered and the 
proofs of his guilt complete, yet he was not 
prosecuted, but spared to give fresh proof of 
his financial abHity. The author of ‘Picva- 
dilly’ says the tirst thing a speculator in Wall 
street must do is to buy a Judge and run 
him. This refers to the time when Gould 
and Tweed—brothers by acommon instinct— 
ruled the roost.

The 
bonds and shares were selling at low prices 
and were in bad odor. Gould had applied to 
his friends to make a market, and to help him 
unload. He had been refused, and he sum- 
mored his associates around him. He ex- 
plained his schemes.and a majority of the Un- 
ion Pacitic Trustees at once agreed. A pool was 
formed, and mostof the remaining Kansas 
Pacific stock was bought up at about. forty. 
T bis was converted into Union Pacific stock, 
which was then selling at ninety,and Gould 
& Co. hada good straddle onthe market by 
selling Union Pacific shert at ninety and buy- 
ing Kansas Pacific at forty. 

‘‘Tnat 1s the way in which Mr. Gould makes 
money and fools the pubiic. No one can ever 
forget his conduct on Black Friday. ‘That is 
now a matter of bi-tory. But it is not so well 
known that this manisunable to lose with 
equanimity: that his brokers have to pull him 
outofhbis chair: that he cries like a child at 
the loss of his ill-cotten gains. Why, he 
came to me ready to fall on his knees, and pit- 
iftwily besought me to help him to cover his 
sborts in Lake Sbore, St, l’aul and Northwest- 
ern. I did so, and now this man tries to 
ruin my credit by spreading injurious rumors 
which, as I said. no bank could withstand. 
Buti don’t mind it much. I can take care of 
my seif.”’

A WRECKED LIFE. 


Why Mary Moore is at the Houss 
of the Good Shepherd. 


A Queer Story of Depravity and Ruin, 


In the First District Police Court, before 
Judge Jecko, to-day, Josie De Forrest, the 
proprietress of the house of ill-repuce 22 
South Eighth street, was tried for harborinz 
and secreting a girl under the age of eighteen 
years. City Attorney Erskine elicited testi- 
mony which proved that in the early part of 
July last Mary Moore, a girl of fifteen years, 
living on Carr street, betweeen 
Eleventh and Twelfth, was walking 
in Biddie Market, when she was approached 


by John Kenner, a middle-aged married 
map, who lives at 1407 Biddie 
street. Tbe two entered into 
cenveisation and then repaired to Carr 
Park,where they met one of Mary’s acquaint- 
ances, agirl named Lillie Kimball. It was 
late when they separated. The two girls went 
home together, conversed about Kenner and 
about Mrs. De Forrest, with whose cards each 
of them had been supplied.A week afterward 
both girls were inmates of Mrs. De Forrest’s 
bouse. The defendant alleged that when 
they applied to her for board she questioned 
them as to their age andi i »past 
life and that they informed her they 
were older than eighteen years and had lived 
in a similar place before. Shesaid she was 
struck with the youthful appearance of Mary 
Moore. or Gertie Hail, asthe girl styled her- 
self, and interrogated her closely, 
buf, receiving satisfactory replies 
and noticing Gertie’s **fast’’ 
demeanor,she thought she surely was not do- 
ing wrong in accepting her as an inmate. 
At that time Mary was attired ir 
a black silk dress with a 
lorg trail, and, though young in 
uppearance seemed to be no more youthful 
than mary women of twenty-four who un- 
derstand the art of ‘‘tixing up’’ to perfection. 
Mary stayed with Mrs. De Forrest near- 
ly two weeks. Her absence from home 
was a source of great sorrowto her mother 
and other relatives. They made diligent 
search for her and at last discovered her piace 
of abode, though it was by accident. 
Mary’s sister was riding along Kighth 
street in a Cass avenue car onthe 25d of July. 
While looking out of a windoW she saw Mary 
at the door of Mrs. De Forrest’s house. Mary 
recognized her also, and before she could 
stop the car and get out ran into 
the house. Miss Moore, aftera few minutes’ 
search, found Sergt. Bartlev, to whom she 
communicated her discovery. To- 
yether they visited the Four 

courts, where the Sergeant 
was invested with authority to remove Marv 
from the Forrest house. He retraced his 
steps. He had no trouble in obtaining ad- 
mittance. Ashe entered he saw Mary, who, 
surmising bis purpose, iled before him and 
hid herself between two heavy feather-beds 
mn herroom. Bartley was about to lay hands 
on her when she eluded his grasp and 
ran to Mrs. De _ Forrest’s room. 
Then she threw herself on the bed 
on whicb Mrs. De Forrest was lying and beg- 
ged for thatwoman’s protection. However, 
she was captured and taken to the Four 
Courts, whence, a few days afterward, she 
was removed tothe House of the Good 
Shepheid, of which institution she is 
now aninmate, In the course of the trial 
efforts were made to prove that Mary bore a 
bad reputation prior to her acquaintance 
with Mis. De Forrest. Edward Avis, a 
young man living at 1302 Wash street, 
testified that she was his mistress for 
quite alopgtime previous to her entrance 
into Mrs. De Forrest’s house, and other per- 
sons present said they were cognizant of the 
fact that she had been rather loose in her be- 
havior during the last three or 
four vears. Judge Jecko, . who 
had listened attentively to the 
testimony, ssid he was surprised to hear 
such statements, for the girl scarcely appear- 
ed tobe fifteen, was attired ina short dress 
and demeaned herself as a child. Though she 
may be sunk in depravity, the Judge 
thought she would have had tw be very artful 
to have leda bad life atthe age of eleven 
years,and have deceived her parents as to 
ber actions, and that no physiognomist was 
required to determine that she was 
pow under the age of womanhood. 
He stated that be would protect children 
from the wiles of women of the town, and 
finally fined Mrs. De Forrest $200. 
The conclusion of the trial was 
a subject of general conversation 
about the Four Courts. The police and de- 
tectives, who have recently been striving to 
prevent young girls from living at such 
places, looked upon the matter as quite a 
victory. 
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Amann and Train Arrested. 

Oscar Amann and Harry Train, two young 
men,Wwere arrested by Detectives Lawler, 
Hennessy, Stewart and O'Neil last evening. 
They arecharged with being vagrants and 
are to be tried before Judge Jecko and a jury 
onthe °Othinst. The name of Oscar Amann 


is quite familiar tofrequenters of the courts 
and newspaper readers. He bas been ar- 
rested some twenty times during the last 
four months, but has always escaped convic- 
tion for his offenses. Train is comparatively 
a recent addition tothe “vang.” The circum- 
stance leading to their apprehension was the 
visit to the Four Courts of a farmer named 
Hasse, whose home is in Jackson, Miss., ant 
his report that he was swindled out of 
at bunko by the defendants, in a room ou 
Eigbth and St. Charles s*rects 
Bight before last. The detectives 
supplemented this statement with the alleza- 
tion that Train and Amann were also impli- 
cated in a similar transaction in which a green 
countryman lost $40 abouta week ago. The 
two men occupy cells at the Four Courts, not 
having been able to obtain bail.

Asa false and in some cases malicious in- 
tcypretation has been placed on my refusal to 
arswer certain questions that hava@gbeen pro- 
pounded to me, calculated and intended to 
yiure my reputation among my feilow-citi- 
ips, and a3 I have from the commencement 
ofthis proceeding expressed my willingness 
ynd earnest desire to explain my entire con- 
yection With the late primary election in this 
ely, if permitted todo so, I wil state every 
giaterial fact. 

This is asuit instituted against me and 
ether gentlemen by one Henry Gundaker for 
the recovery of $500 damages for having, as he 
charges, unlawfully prevented his election as 
adelegate fromthe Twentieth Ward of this 
city to the late Democratic Convention at Jer- 


ferson City. 

There is a general ailegation, unsupported 
by the aflidavitof the plaintiff, or any one 
ejse. that landmy co-defendants unlawfully 
conspired to prevent bis election. Gundaker 
bas not been called to testify inthe case, and 
{ je not believe he ever will be hy his counsel. 
ife is tbe miserable tool of crafty, designing, 
malicious, disappointed ‘*‘soreheads.”’ Nota 
article of testimony has been offered to prove 
{hat any dishonesty or irregularity was prac- 
ticed at the primary election in the Twentieth 
Word. in which this Gundaker was a candi- 
daic. The instigators of this suit know full 
vell that there was atthe election referred to 
yofraud or irregulariaty whatever in that 
Ward. 

The following named gentlemen were ap- 


pointed. and Tam informed acted as judges 
and clerks at the three precincts in that ward: 
James Sweeny, Patrick Mulcahy, 

Thomas Morris, John DPD. Swartz, D. W. sad- 
er, Frank J. Donovan.

‘he election in Gundaker’s ward, the Twen- 
eth, gives assurance that no fraud was prac- 
vecd or would be tolerated at the election in 
that ward,ana will convince you and the pub- 
i. of the shameful falseness of the base 
ebarce against them,and should forever damn 
the salserable vipers who, under the cover of 
this suit, seek to Gamage their characiers, to 
brine the Democratic Central Committee into 
disrepute and to destroy my reputation and 
that of other gentlemen as honorable as these 
creatures are mfamous—misareants who, siin- 
») ’ to gratify personal malice and revenge, 
and for their owr selfish, dishonest purposes, 
jave instituted this proceeding. On the mere 
alewation of fraud, unsupported by a single 
aflidavit, tbe counsel for the plaintiff has been 
perivitted tothrow a drag-net all over the 
city and to ask questions having no relevancy 
iothe matter at issue, anil the notary has re- 
suired them to be answered because, as he 
bays, **it would be presumptuous in me (him) 
io pass on the relevancy of any «question, and 
| (be) would rather the matter was relegated 
io some competent court.” 

Such irrelevant «uestionas in regard to mat- 
iers purely personal, and having no relation 
to the issue made in this suit, have been pro- 
pounded to me and I have declined to answer 
some of them in order that the matter may be 
submitted to a competent court. 

| was advised by my counsel that there is no 
lecal cause of action against me in this case, 
snd that the suit would not be legallv main- 
lained. Butas vague rumors of fraud and 
corruption have been set afloat in tbe com- 
munity, with which my name was connect- 
ed, and as grave charges have been made 
uzainst otper gentlemen, some of which I 
know to beunfounded, I insisted that the 
case should goon, presuming that the inves- 
lization and inquiries would be at jleast ap- 
proximately contined to the question at issue, 
orlimited to material matters. 1 have re- 
peatediy stated here and everywhere that I 
Was not only willing but anxious to tell all I 
know about these primary e!eciions which 
ive public are interested in knowing, but I 
hive not been permitted to do this decause 
ofthe ruling of the notary on questions which 
l[deem andam advised by my counsel are 
impertinent and irrelevant, and asked, as | 
believe, notin furtherance of law and good 
moials, but to minister to depraved curiosity 
“nd scandal and to gratify personal spite and 
icverge,even at the risk of damage tothe 
Democratic party, and probably with that 
purpose, 

| have been for a long time a personal friend 
aud admirer of Col. Crittenden, and for two 
‘earsan advoeate of his election to the oflive 
of Governor of Missouri. His election cin 
fol benelit me personaliy, for the Constitution 
ol the state forbids the appointment to any 
oniceofamember of the General Assembly 
Curling the term for which he was elected, 
ina | was elected Senator for the term of four 
Years from January 1, 187%. I advocated his 
homination solely because, in common with 
‘he mass of the business men of St. Louis and 
of the majority of the Democratic voters of 
‘he Mate, | believed that the interests of 
Mis-ouri will be better served by his election 
‘han by either of the gentlemen who opposed 
Lim forthe nomination. 

The personal relations between me and 
Gon, Marmaduke have been for many years 
‘ery pleasant. Meeting him a long time after 
(ol. Crittenden had been announced as a 
““idate and talking of the election of Gov- 
frnor, | said to bim that | thought he could 
hot cet the nomination: that he had come out 
foo late, and many persons Who would have 
‘olcd for him were committed to Crittenden. 
fie replied that IT would find myself mistaken; 
‘hat he would get more votes than Crittenden 
‘ithe country and that he certainly would 
Vrry a large majority of the St. Louis wards. 
ie spoke with great confidence of carrying 
‘ie city, because, as he said, his friends were 
f\\\\y organized in all the wards and Critten- 
en's friends had no organization. This I 
knew to be true, and I spoke on the subject 
‘oO several promunent business men and politi- 
“iis Who were known to be friends of Critten- 
eb. All agreed that the Crittenden men 
‘ould endeavor to effect an organization sim- 
‘lar to that which Marmaduke and bis friends 
had formed, 

THE CRITTENDEN CAUCUS.

is political association, for I did not see, and 
do not now see, any objection to such party 
consultations. 

NO DARK LANTERN ORGANIZATION. 

There was nothing in these meetings of 
what is odiousiy known as dark lanteraism. 
No oath of secrecy; no oath of any kind was 
ever suggested. It was simply such an organ- 
ization as Marmaduke’s friende had previous- 
ly affected; such as every political party has 
at this time in perhaps every city in the 
Union. This organization was fora specific 
purpose, and, that purpose having been ac- 
complished, it ceased to exist, aajourned sine 
die. Ifthereisa dark lantern or any other 

litical organization now existing in St. 

suis ] know nothing of it. Itis certainly 
not the association of which I have spoken, 
and of which I wasone. This is the first and 
only association or organization which I have 
ever attended in this city. 1 have never con- 
cealed the fact that I was a member of that 
one, for there was nothing illegal or improper 
in it. But I have refused to divulge the 
names of other members without their con- 
sent, asthere Were some who, knowing the 
scandal-mongers of St. Louis better than I 
do, did not wish their names mentioned. 
Hence, my refusal to answer this question. 

MONEY CONTRIBUTED BY CRITTENDEN’S 

FRIENDS. 

A short time prior to the holding of the 
primary elections, some of the friends of 
Col. Crittenden in St. Louis raised a fund for 
the payment of the expenses of the primaries 
and to promote the clection of Crittenden 
celegates by payipg such other exvenses as 
were right and proper, and which every one 
who has any experience in popular elections 
knows must pve incurred. This was done 
without, | believe, the knowledge of Col. 
Crittenden. His friends made up a campaign 


fund such as the friends of Hancock and Gar-* 


field are called onto provide to aid in the 
election of their respective candidates. 

A few days before the election these gentile- 
men, knowing that I was au earnest friend of 
Col. Crittenden, and having confidence in 
my integrity, sent to me a package containing 
an amount of money which I understood was 
to be used m paying the legitimate expenses 
of the primaries. 1 do not know who were 
the contributors. I was not asked for a re- 
ceipt, and gave none. 

1 do not know even the location of four- 
fifths of the wards of the city. My acquaint- 
ance is limited, and it is rare that I have the 
least idea in what wards these aciusintances 
reside. I, of course, therefore, could not 
personally pav, and did not know theamounts 
necessary to pay the legitimate expenses of 
the election inthe different wards. In this 
matier [hadtorely on others. As far asthe 
funds in my hands would permit, the amount 
which I was advised was necessary forthe 
payment of these expenses in the several 
wards was given orsentto persons recom- 
mended to me as honorable men who would 
not misapply, but would spend honestly and 
legitimately the money so given or sent to 
them. I[ Was not personally acquainted with 
one-tifth of the gentlemen who attended our 
meetings, and had to rely on the representa- 
tions and recommendations of others as to 
the amounts necessary and the persons to 
whom itshould be paid. This was the case 
with Mr. Roach, who testified thatIl gave 
him $150. It is not true, and 
Mr. Roach did not state that this 
money was given to;him in *‘a little dark back 
room.’”’?’ The association metthat nightina 
parlor in the rear of Menne’s furniture store. 
Through the large store-room in the front 
part of the building ail must passin going to 
and from the parlor in which the meeting was 
beld. Mr. Roach had been recommended to 
me as tbe proper person te be entrusted with 
the funds which | was advised were required 
for bis ward. i did not know him, but he was 
pointed out to me at the meeting, and I asked 
Mr. Turner tosend bimto me inthe front 
room and went out and took a seat at a table 
in the passage-way, and when he came took 
the money from my pocket and gave ittohim, 
seated where persons were constantly passing 
and repassipg, and the gas brightly burning. 
| will say herethat the money given to Roach 
did notsecure theelection ofa Crittenden 
man, as his ward returneda Marmaduke 
delegate. 


The disbursements made by me were at 
different times ,and places, and in different 
amounts. 

1 bappened to meet Betzoid in the street 
and gave him, J think, $70. The delegate 
from his ward voted to the last against 
Judge Wickbam. Isent money to some par- 
ties whom I had never seen on recommen- 
dation of gentiemen who knew them. In 
some cases the money was given to parties 
not members ofthe association. I can not 
state the specific amounts I disbursed for the 
several wards. I took no account of the 
money disbursed, as I expectedto give no 
account of the money received. Mv dis- 
bursements were made by advice of friends 
who knew the wards, as I did not, andin the 
manner I have stated. 

| bave declined to say to whom L have dis- 
bursed this mouey, even where I may 
recollect it, as I do not admit the right of the 
plaintiff to ask the question in the absence of 
all evidence of fraud, and when the informa- 
tion can in no event affect the verdict in this 
case. 

All that has been proved, ifso much, is that 
some of the mento whomlI gave money did 
not use it. I was guilty of no fraud in giving 
them the money, because they had been 
from the beginning Crittenden men, and 
were therefore not influenced by this money 
to vote for Col. Crittenden, andif they did 
notspend the money they could not have 
corrupted anybody. 


As to the Twentseth Ward, in which Gun-. 


daker was a candidate, I will say that I never 
saw nor had any communication whatever 
with Stanton, the committeeman, till after 
the institution of this suit, and I had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the election in that 
ward. 

NO CONNECTION WITH TIE CENTRAL COM- 

MITTEE. 

The Crittenden organizat had no sort 
of connection, dealing or intéTcourse with the 
Central Committee. The allegation of a con- 
spiracy is utterly and basely false. There 
never was a bolder charge. Thereis not the 
shadow of a shade of truthinit. There were 
afew committeemen in our caucus, but they 
were invited, not because they belonged to 
the Central Committee, but because as pri- 
vate citizens they were men of influence in 
their wards and known to be friends of Col. 
Crittenden. I did not know until shortly be- 
fore the election that any besides Turner were 
members of the committee. Ten members 
of the Central Committee are made defend- 
ants in this case, and of these, six, viz.: Ker- 
win, Carroll, Ruley, Schunlan, Schwind and 
Stanton, were not members of the Crittenden 
caucus, and never, tomy knowledge, attend- 
ed a meeting: none but Turner attended more 
than once or twice. 

DISCLAIMER OF ALL FRAUD OR CORRUPTION. 

Every dollar received by me and expended 
by me inconnection with the primary elec- 
tions was given to men known or believed to 
be Crittenden men: not one cent was paid by 
me or by any one with my knowledge or con- 
sent to influence a voter, nor to any one or on 
any account corruptly orin violation of any 
law, civil, criminal or moral. No attempt 
was made, directly or indirectly, by the pay- 
ment of money or otherwise, to influence the 
Central Committee. 

The appointment of judges and the conduct 
of the election were cenerally satisfactory. In 
my own ward (the Tenth) I advised Mr. 
Biong, the committeeman, to select some 
well-known friend of General Marmaduke as 
one ofthe judges of election and to consult 
Marmaduke’s friends. This he did, and se- 
lected Mr. B. Donnelly, an earnest advocate 
of Marmaduke, a man of character, and the 
delegate in the St. Louis House of Delegates, 
in whose integrity every one of both parties 
bad entire confidence. There is no shadow of 
pretense thatthe election in that ward was 
not fairly conducted. The Marmaduke dele- 
gates were beaten because a large majority of 
the ward preferred Crittenden, and because 
the Crittenden men were more active in 
bringing voters to the polls. Thesame is 
true of the adjoming Eighteenth Ward, 
where such men as Mr. Ed. ilker- 
sonand Mr. F. X. McCabe, active parti- 
sans of Marmaduke, were judces,and so 
of the Second,Fourth aud Seventeenth wards, 
contiguous to the Tenth, in which Ireside. I

tairer election,throughout the city. 
WICKHAM’S NOMINATION. 

I will tell you how it wasthat Judge Wick- 
ham came to be endorsed by a majority of the 
Crittenden caucus. 

Our organization was solely in the interest 
of Col. Crittenden and we had talked of noth- 
ing else till at one of the meetings it was 
stated, I cannot say with what truth, that 
Judge Havden had been endorsed - 4 the 
Marmaduke organization, and was giving his 
influence and his money in aid of the election 
of Marmaduke delegates. It will be recollect- 
ed that the State Executive Committee had 
ordered that the delegates elected to nominate 
State officers from the city and the four coun- 
ties composimg the Court of Appeals Judicial 
District should, before going to Jefferson 
City, meet in convention in St. Louis to nomi- 
nate a candidate for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals. Wheever,therefore, should be elected 
to the State Convention from the wards of the 
city would be delegates to the convention 
to Dominate a Judge of the Court of Appeals. 
A mojority of these delegates elected,whether 
for Crittenden or Marmaduke, would nomi- 
Latethe Judge. At one timeitlookedtoa 
casual observer as though Marmaduke’s 
friends would carry the citv, as they had 
been for some time fully organized and ac- 
tively engaged inthe canvass. We were told 
that Havden had determined to cast his lot 
with Gem. Marmaduke, whose chances for 
carrying the city delegates then seemed best, 
andtogive the benefit of his influence and 
material aid to the Marmaduke party and 
sgainst Crittenden. Butfor thisit is doubt- 
fulifthe question of the Judgeship could 
bave been considered by us. Having to fizht 
a partv backed by the influence and the money 
of a judicial candidate, we were at a disad- 
vantage, and it was suggested that we should 
select a candidate in sympathy with us, whose 
friends would naturally aid us m electing 
Crittenden delegates. A few of our friends 
were still for Hayden, buta large majority 
were against him. The fact I have mentioned 
would probably have been controlling, but 
there were other reasons which would have 
prevented his endorsement even if he had not 
been represented to us as being opposed to 
Crittenden—such as his want of person:! 
anges the dissatisfaction which some of 

is decisions had given, the appointment by 
the Court of a Republican as Clerk of the 
Court of Appeals, and the fact that his nomi- 
nation was saidtobe earnestly advocated by 
Mr. Baggot. 

The names of otber gentlemen were dis- 
cussed at several meetings and assurance 
given that they werein sympathy with us, 
and that theyand their friends would by all 
lawful means do what they could to secure 
the success of our object, but ng one of the 
gentlemen named could command even a ma- 
jority. 

At length some one suggested the name of 
Judge Wickham, and stated that he wasa 
man of high characterand undoubted integ- 
rity, who commanded the confidence of the 
com munity—that he had served for six years 
as Judge of the Circuit Court and given gen- 
eral satisfaction. That the Court of Appeals 
was 1n the line of promotion and the public 
would recognize the appropriateness of his 
selection as a camdidate; that he was an 
avowed advocate of Crittenden’s nomination 
andthe name and influence of such a man 
would strengthen the Crittenden ticket. 

There were strong arguments io. favor of 
the selection of Wickham, and the suggestion 
of his name was very favorably received. He 
had in the meeting personal friends and ad- 
mirers who were for him per se. Some who 
bad no special favorite were influenced by 
the arguments which had been urged in his 
favor. Others who were friends of Wickham 
and also friends of Mr. Horner, who was op- 
posing Wickbam’s nomination as Circuit 
Judge, were glad of the opportunity to be re- 
lieved from the necessity of choosing between 
them. 

It was evident that a majority of those 
present favored the endorsement of Wickham. 
An informal vote wastaken and a decided 
majority was in favor of supporting him if he 
would consentto be a candidate. It was ex- 


pressiy stated tbat the minority was 
not bound by this action of the ma- 
jority amd several of those present who 


were elected delegates to the conven- 
tion voted to the last for other candidates. 
Not one word was said at this meeting about 
the mopvey any candidate supportea by us 
should contribute or was expected to. con- 
tribute towards the election of Crittendem 
delegates, and at no time was there even an 
intimation that money should be paid as a 
condition of our support. Judge Wickham 
was known to bea friend of Col. Crittenden, 
and forthe 1easons | have statedja majority 
¢xpressed theamselves in favor of his nomina- 
tion without consultation with him and with- 
out hisknowledge. There was not at that 
time an allusion to any money contribution 
expected from him, though it was doubtlessly 
supposed that a candidate for so important 
an oftice or his friends would aid by all lawful 
means the election of deleagates who would 
vote for him if elected. 


No committee was appointed to wait on or 
confer with Judge Wickham. Being a warm 
personal friena and supporter of Wickham, 
I may bave said that I would see him and as- 
certain if be would be a candidate for the 
Court of Appeals. Previous to this time I 
had never alluded to this subject in my inter- 
course with Judge Wickham. Indeed, I nad 
never thought of him in connectioa with the 
Court of Appeals, and was as surprised as 
pleased when his name was suggested. lre- 
ferring him most decidely to any of the 
gentlemen who had been named, I 
anxious that he should become a candidate. 
The next day I went in search of bimand told 
him of the action of the Crittendem caucus. 
He was taken compere by surprise and so 
expressed himself. He said he felt grateful 
for the unexpected offer of our support, and 
especially complimented thatit had been ten- 
dered to him unsolicted. He had not 
theugbt of being a candidate for the Uourt 
of Appeals, but would feel it to be his duty to 
accept a nomination if tendered to 
him py the Democratic party. He 
was not, however, prepared to say that he 
would become a candidate at the solicitation 
of only a portion of the party. Il asked him 
not to declme, but to take the matter under 
advisement, as his refusal would embarrass 
some of bis best friends. This he consented 
todo. I then mentioned the matter to a good 
many gentlemen, who were in no way con- 
nected with the Crittenden association, some 
of whom were indeed favorable to Marma- 
duke, but all friends of Wickham. They add- 
ed their solicitations to mine, and after sev- 
erai interviews a formal call from prominent 
gentlemen of the city was made on Judge 
Wickham to become a candidate for the Court 
of Appeals, to which he responded favorabiy 
and announced himself as a candidate. In 
none of my interviews with Judge Wickham 
was a word said about money to be contrib- 
uted by him, and itis impossible that any 
man can be more entirely innocent of the 
charge of ey a nomination than he is. 
The matter of the support of the Crittenden 
caucus was notintimated to him till a majori- 
ty of tbat caucus had voluntarily and with- 
out his knowledge agreed to support him. 


After the announcement of his candidacy 
be and his friends became interested in the 
election of Crittenden delegates, and some 
of his friends, knowing the interest I took in 
Judge Wickham/’s nomination, consulted with 
me astotbe best means of helping the elec- 
tion of the Crittenden ticket. Some of them 
who bad not previously taken much interest 
in the election entered actively and earnestly 
into the canvass and others contributed a sum 
of money to help defray legitimate expenses 
of the canvass. It was sent to mein a pack- 
age very much as I received the contributions 
of the friends of Crittenden. I gave no re- 
ceipt forit, but put it withthe Crittenden 
campaign fund, whieh was disbursed as I 
bave stated. There is no reason why the 
names of these gentlemen should be given to 
the public, even if Iknewthem. They sim- 
ply did what the friends of all candidates do 
and rightfully do, at all elections where they 
feel a special interest in the election of a par- 
ticular man, or the success of a particular 

arty. Judge Wickham positively avers that 
Re neither contributed nor authurized the 


contribution of one dollar of the 
money which came to me from 
his friends, and __sihis declaration 
will be accepted astrue. He certainly gave 


none to me, and a coatribution from him was 
never a subject of conversation between us, 
and I am quite sure that he was never spoken 
of byany other member of the Crittenden 


* 
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THE INTERVIEW WITH RUSSELL. 

I will now testifv as to my interview with 
Mr. Thomas Russell. Such an interview as 
Mr. Russell pretends I had with him, and to 
the facts of which he has testified, would, by 
most gentlemen, be regarded as confidential, 
but I would not have cared for his betrayal of 
the confidence of private conversation if he 
bad, whem be spoke of my interview with 
him on the streets, stated what did occur. 
All the stories about my having “offered the 
nomination to Mr. Russell for $1,500” orig: 
inated with him. I heard of this charge on 
the morning of the judicial nomination. [| 
sought Mr. Russell and had the sec ond inter- 
view with bitin, of which he spoke, in pres- 
ence of Mr. Jobn H. Mason. His declarations 
and disclaimers atthe time I accepted as sat- 
isfactory. Il will state, however, that neither 
at that interview nor at any time did Mr. Rus- 
sel) say to me, as he testified, **that he didn’t 
presume that I had the nomunation in my 
pocketto sell, and that he was not fool 
enough to make such a statement.” His 
quibbling avoidance of a false charge is an af- 
terthought. 

Since that second interview Mr. Russell 
has expressed friendly feelings for me, but 
no garbled statement of facts, approximately 
consistent with truth, could have been more 
cunningly devised by my worst enemy to in- 
jure me than bis testimony in this case. It is 
full of innuendoes, suggestions of matters not 
true, or mixing up of facts and dates auda 
confounding of persons—all tomy detriment— 
doubts as to whether certain things occurred 
or were said in conversation between ‘*Cabell 
and 1’’ or some one else, but always leaving 
the general impression that everything ob- 
jectionable was properly chargeable to me. 

] have already explained how the Crittenden 
association, which was formed solely in the 
interest of Col. Cnittenden, came to consider 
the question of a candidate for the Court of 
Appeals. 

Of the persons whose names were first sug- 
gested, | was rather disposed to favor Mr. 
Russell, because he was suid to be a warm 
friend of Crittenden and because the gentle- 
men who represented in our caucus the ward 
in Which Russel lived at that time favored 
him. ButI did not know him. The day on 
which my son, Ashley Cabell, proposed to 
leave the city he came quite late in the after- 
noon totake leaveofme. [In the course of 
conversation I happened to mention that the 
friends of Crittenden were talking of support- 
ing a candidate for Judge of the Court of Ap- 
peals,and that Russell’s name had been men- 


tioned. My son said that Russel! was a friend 
cf his, and he hoped I would help him to get 


the nemination. I told himthat this fact 
would certainly incline me to Russell, but 
thatI did not know him. He then proposed 
to introduce him to me, and as be had no 
time to spare, asked me togo with him at 
once. lI accompanied him to Russell’s office 
and there Mr. Russell was introduced to me. 
The introduction was hurried, and my son 
hastened away to make his preparations fer 
leaving town. 

I bave not the remotest recollection of say- 
ing a word to Ashley Cabell, then or at any 
time, of a money contribution by Mr. Russell, 
or by any other candidate for the judgeship. 
I certainly never said anything to him nor to 
Mr. Russel), nor to any one else, about ‘“‘fig- 
uring the cost. and thatit would amount to 
$1,560 or 1,500.2" Idonot believe that my 
son said anything of the kind to Mr. Russeil, 
and I do believe that all that was ever said to 
Ashley on this subject was said by Mr. lus- 
sell. Ido not believe that my son--the mys- 
terious **friend’’ m this mysterious **appoint- 
ment’’—said, when he introduced Lliussell to 
me,thatI ‘‘would havea proposition to 
make to bim.’’ Ido not betieve his ‘‘friend”’ 
(my son,) when he (Russell) *‘stepped out- 
side,’’ said anything which would justify 
Russell in statingin his testimony that when 


he returned after this pretended conver- 
gation with his friend, ‘fof course 
the object of the visit was per- 
fectly familiar to me’* (him). Isdeed, this 


was impossible. My son hurried away after 
the introduction, and Mr. Itussell accom- 
panied him without stopping, I believe, to the 
stairway near the door, and returned in about 
twominutes. It is not true that [ was 
‘‘brought in’’ and ‘‘approached him on the 
subject’? inthe odious sense in which Mr. 
Russell’s manner of stating 1t would imply. 
Nor do I believe that anything said by my son 
justified Mr. Russell’s statement that he 
“presumed” I was “brought in by appoint- 
ment.” I went to his office at the request of 
his friend, and but for the request of that 
friend it is probable that I would never have 
made the acquaintance ef Mr. Russell. His 
friend was absent at the time he gave his tes- 
timony; he was telegraphed to return, and is 
in thecity now. Let Mr. Russell have Ashley 
Cabell called to the stand. 


It is incredible that Mr. Russell should have 
abruptly stated to a gentleman introduced as 
Iwas, ‘*“*What do you desire to see me 
about?” 

It is not true that I ‘‘told him I had come 
from the meeting the day that I saw him,” or 
‘‘that [had come directly from a mecting.”’ 
The imterview with Russell occurred one Sat- 
urday afternoon. Allofthe meetings were 
at night, and the last previous meeting was 
Tuesday or Saturday before. ae Ay. 

It is not true thac I said “the organization 
would support him.” No expression of 
opinion had then been made, and there never 
was atime whena majerity atany mecting 
wasin favor of Mr. Russell. 

Itis not true thatI said “that they (the 
Crittenden caucus) thought I (he) was well 
qualified,’’ or *‘that they were satisfied on 
the matter of my (his) qualifications.” It 
would be strange indeed if I had tolda candi- 
date for the Judge of the Court of Appeais 
that we had been discussing his qualifications 
and bad come to the conclusion that he was 
qualified. The fact is that, up to that time, 
nothing had been said on the subject of Rus- 
sell’s **ualitication.”? After this interview— 
probably at our next meeting—I told Mr. 
Maxon or Mr. Lancaster, or both, that 1 bad 
made the acquamtance of their friend Russell 
and that I did not think him fit for the place. 
Probably Mr. Russell heard oi this. Oae of 
them said: ‘Well, what can we do’ We 
can’t support Hayden, and Russell is the oaly 
other candidate. I replied,we must find some- 
body else. Russell’s want of qualification was 
the only difficulty in the way of his getting our 
support. He was an active friend of Critten- 
den, and if we had thought him fit to be 
Judge of the Court of Appeals we would cer- 
tainly, I think, have given him our support. 
TRUE ACCOUNT OF THE RUSSELL INTER- 

VIEW. 

Mv interview with Russell was brought 
aboutas1 have stated, by request of his 
friend, and not by any thought or procure- 
ment or suggestion of mine. My sole objec 
in going to see him was to make the acjualat- 
ance of a man whom some of my friends were 
disposed to favor as a candidate for Judge of 
the Court of Appeals, which fact inclined me 
tosupport him. Nobody will believe that 
under the circumstances we abruptly 
‘*hroached” the subject of mogey.@The usual 
commonplace courtesies were interchanged. 
I told him that the friends of Crit- 
tenden had been talking of Uxinz on 
some one to support for candidate for Judze 
of the Court of Appeals, and that his name 
had been mentioned, and as he was my 
son’s friend | had come around to make his 
acjuainiance and was induced to support 
him—tbat some of the influential men of the 
Crittenden caucus organization were favora- 
ble to him and it was probable he might get 
the support of the organization. I did not 
even then think of concealing the fact that I 
was one of the association. Russell, not lL, 
introduced the subject of ‘‘cost” by asking 
how much money he would be expected to 
contribute in the event of his being selected 
as a candidate. Itold himI did not know; 
that the subject had been undoubtedly men- 
tioned apd that some one had suggested $500, 
another $1,000, and another $1,500 as the 
amount which the candidate for this hon- 
orable and ue?” position ought 
to contribute, u 
so little experience with city elections that I 
had no idea of the amount required or what 
any particular candidate ought to pay. Rus- 
sell said that he thought $1,500 a large sum for

jority. This was the ‘‘figuring’’ and the only

the probable Democratic majority I

the nomination. He then said he ho the 
amount would beassmall as possible, but 
that he was not stingy and would contribute 
as much as any other candidate, even more, 
who might be selected by the Crittenden 
caucus. 

This is substantially al] that occurred at my 
interview with Mr. Russell. The talk he 
—e of as having occurred at that interview 
about the Centra! Committee and other things 
said to have beenthen spoken of must have 
occurred with some one else. The. facts and 
dates and conversations: with different per- 
sons as given by Mr. Russell are ali mixed up 
and comfused. Mr. Russeli’s mind was dis- 
turbed. 

On the 19th instant I earnestly requested 
Mr. Notary Oldfield to permit me to state un- 
der oath on the Witness stand my entire con- 
nection with the late primary elections. I had 
before me full notes of the testimony I pro- 
posed to give, so that no material fact should 
be omitted. was not permitted 
to make this oral statement, and as soon as 
practicable wrote out in detail what I then in- 
tended tosay.The foregoing issubstantially the 
statement I would have made onthe 19th if I 
had been permitted. It has been withheld

The Lumber Yard Fae Last 
Night. 


A Visit to the Scene of the Biaze—Loss 
and Insurance. 


~~ -—_ —_ 


The tire in North St. Louis last bight was 
a large and very destructive one, an@it was 
only by the exercise of the greatest labor by 
the Fire Department that the loss 
was not five times as much. Millions 
of feetof lumber encumber the ground for 
acres, and hada wind been blowing either 
from the eastorsouth the dry, combustible 
material would now be smoke and ashes. As 
itis about three million feet of lum)b2r were 
destroyed. Thealarm was sounded from box 
No. &, corner of Bremen avenue and the 
Union Stock Yards, at 7:35 o’clock, and 
soon afterward the second and tbird alarms 
were sentin. The entire Fire |epartment 
was on hand, and the men worked like 
beavers, while the engines poured streams of 
water uponthe burning piles. For three 
hours the exertions of the Department seemed 
futile. The flames kept increasing, licking 
up everything with their burning tongues, 
and scorching that which thev could not 
reach. The lumber burned like tinder, and 
large joists curled up in the,fiery embrace 
like a hgbted match. Sweltering humanity 
were grumbling at the heat at their houses, 
and longing for a breeze, whica, bad 
it come in answer to their pravers, 
would have beggared many poor people and 
almost ruined the wealthy. For blocks about 
ibe fire the spectators stood, a moving mass, 
cszipg with amorbid curiosity and fasctna- 
tion op the destruction being done. The heat 
predueed bythe burning wood was ivtense, 
and fortwo blocks away was insufferable. 
As the scene was laid near the river, its 
beauty was enbanced bythe red glare which 
Was thrown over tbe stream and reflected for
